he might do bere, and sueh general enthuslasm
was gronsed on all sides at the prospect of se-
euring him that the only question that scemed
to remaln epen yesterday afternoon when the
Roard met was whether the majority should
eleet him at once or postpone the decision for a
fow days In expectation of unanimously reach-
ing thw same conclusion. The election was in
fact postponed, but the procecidings were not in
all respects satisfactory, A dispositlon was
manifested at the meeting to deprive New-York
of this Immense benetit by arcanging conditions
which Dr. Gllman could not aceept. We can-
not belleve, however, that ft will prevall and
that the opportunity will finally be refectd.
D, Gllman, If he beeomes Superintendent of
Qehools, will have 4 magnificent opportunity for
work which he @& peeullarly fitted to perform,
and nnder such leadership New-York City hus
promise of developing a school system unequalled
by any other in the country. At first thought
{1 may svem strange that the president of Johns
Iopkins U niversity shonkl consider such a place
as New-York has to offer him, but It is to Le
rememberid that such men as Dr. Gilman work
not for a title and exterral decorations, but to
advanee the eause of education and help their
fellow-men. In wo department of teaching I8
there greater need of first-rate abilliy than n
the publie schools, and under the new law no
place offers a better opportunlty for effective
work than this ecity. The new Superintendent
will bold office for six years, and, if a man of
snfficlent foree, will be practically able to mould
onr whole schosl system In accordance with
his oewn Ideas. To take the present imperfeet
and antignated edueatlonal plant and remodel
it In pecordanee with the most enlightened prin-
eiples of teaching Is an enormons task. But Dr.
Gilman has had experience with this branch of
education, and has a passion for organization
and execntive work. He is not simply a colleze
president, Interested in higher education, bt
some of the best yvears of his Hife have been de-
vorted to the publie sehools. He was Superin-
tendent of Schools of New-Tlaven and State
Superintendent of Connectleut.  After giving

valualle service as president of the University |

of California he undertook the building of Jolins
Hopkins. The remarkable success of that uni-
virsity, conducted on entlrely orlginal lines, has
made bis reputation worldwlde,

In New-York Dr. Gilman would round ont his
fame and make himself known not only as a
pioneer In eollegiate and university education,
bmt also as a pioneer in the development of a
new standard of excellence in publle sehisol
teaching, He wonld gather about him here the
most etliclent assistants to e found In the coun-
try, for there Is no teacher who wonld not he
proud to serve under such a Superintendent. e
waould give primary schools a new importance in
the eyves of the citizens, and introduce Into them
a spirit and enthuslasm for superiority which
would give us more falthful and intelligent teach-
ers and more diligent and attentive pupils. Such
a work may well engage the ambition of any
man, howeve= eminent, and such schools shonld
bhe the elief pride of any city, however great,
New-York econld do nothing wiser than to select
a man lke Dr. Gilman for the head of Its schools,
Dr. Gilman could do nothing more patriotie
than to undertake the task of showing how a
great elty shonld educate its chlldren,

PEOPLE OR MACHINES,

The contest of this year bids falr to have a
deeper meaning and more far-reaching influence
than most of the party managers have expectod
or desired. They Imagined at the outset that, by
adroitness In getting delegations from varlous
States and taetieal ability in combining them,
they would be able to determine what the main
{ssue of the campalgn should be, and to fix it
for their own advantage. The allest Demo-
eratie managers caleulated that they could make
the fight on the money question, and thus conld
avold to a great extent conslderation of the
disastrons effects of their tarl® policy. For ends
of his own Mr. Platt, who Is becoming “consid-
erable of a Demoerat,” ageconding to “The Rome
Sentinel,” has labored mightily to force the en.
tire Republican machine of this State into Dem-
ocratie service,

The Republican voters Lave made the issue of
the next campalgn in spite of politicluns on both
sides. They have settled the money question
already, making It certain that the Republican
Conventlon will hold fast to the polley which
has governed the party for years, upholding the
publie credit, refusing free silver colnage or any
debasement of the curreney, and maintaining
the present gold standard. Becanse the Demo-
cratle party cannot by any possibility be united
In opposition to that policy, its adoption by the
Republlcans settles the matter. But it Is a pol-

tey which eould not be permanently upheld with-
out full and thorough protection of home indus-
tries, insuring ample revenue and restriction of
imports. In utter disregard of the opinion witle-
Iy held by political managers the people demand
ample Protection ns the thing necessary 1o make
a4 sound financlal system possille.

with Democratie maechines,  Ex-Senator Miller
ntters the word for the hour, In declaring that
the “untrnthinl, infamous and ontrageons™ at-
tacks upon Governor MeKluley must e re-
tracted, or put those who make them “out of the
“Republican party into the ranks of the Demoa-
sepres! The Republican party 1 not subject to
the dictatlon of treacherons political managers,
and will not tolerate resistancee by such man- |
agers to the princinles and the pollvies which
fts voters demand,

THE PLAZA A PURLIC SQUARE.

At the time the Brooklyn Helghts Railroad
Company put in its application for permission
to lay tracks on the plaza adjoining the Bridge d
station in Brooklyn The Tribune exprissed the
opinifon that If the matter were carried into
court It would probably be held that the Bridge
trusteas had no power to grant such a privilege,
The question was earried Into court by a tax-
payer who applied for an Injunction to restraln
the construction of galleries, stairg and plat-
forms on the plaza, as the raflroad company de-
sired, and Justice Clement, of the Supreme
Court, has just rendered his decision, continuing
the Injunction and holding that the proposed
plan was llegal. The decision will be weleomed
by all who wish to sce the rights of the peaple
prevail as against the pretensions and desires
of corporations.

Justice Clement takes the broad ground that
the plaza was intended to be a public square and
& part of the avenue of approach to thecddge,

11is reasoning I8 luminous and convincing. He
points ont that the entire cost of the plaza
and of the Liberty-st. improvement was paid
by the cliy of Brooklym, while the land required
for terminal facilities for the Bridge was paid
for by the two eitles jointly. *It Is very evi-
dent! e says, “that the lands aequived for
srorminal faellities and for stroctures, and which
swerre palil for by the two cltles Jointly, are to
ape meed for Dridge purposes and structures,
cyphilte the lands acquired for the plaza and the
cnew Liborty-st, eannot be so used, but only as
“q means of approach to the Bridge” It fol-
lows that the Bridge anthoritles “eannot erect
“or permit to be erected stairways or platforms
worany other struetnre which will Interfere with
“the free use by the publie of the surface of the
“plaza or of Liberty-st.” The Judge does not
deal fn terms with the question whether the
Brfdie trustees have power to authorize a rail-
romd eompany to lay tracks neross the pliza or
on Liberty-st., and says that It I8 unnecessary
for bim to de so, The implleation, however, i
unmistakable  He lavs down the prineiple that
they have no right to allow anything on thiese
OPOTL SJECDS, provided at large cost to the tux-
payers, that will interiers with the nninterrapted
nse of them by the public. That raflroad triacks
woulil so interfere Is entirely plain.

The decision of Justice Clement s sound and
good, The plasi was established for the use of
the people, and thele free use of It Is not to be
Infringed, [t remains to be seen what actlon
will b taken by the railvoad company In In-
topest to meet the demand made by Its patrons
tor closer connections with the Bridge station.

STATE 0F FOREIGN EXCHANGES,

The otheial statement of forelgn trade for the
month of April s, as asual, highly Insteaetive to
those who wish to get Its meaning. The lmports
of merehandise are smaller than In any month
of the previous tifteen, sinee the new dutles on
woollens went into effect,  But thig Is not main-
Iy beeguse the Imports of such goods have con-
stlerally  decreased,  althongh  that  decrease
counts fur part of the difference,  There has also
been an fmportant change In the imports of
other produets, inchuling some materials of gen-
eral use. It Is presumable that part of the de-
erease In Imports 1s due to the vigorons efforts
made by appralsers o preveot andervaluations,
which have eertainly checked the Importation
of some clisses of goods. On the other hand,
the exports of merchandlise ave larger by about
E5. 700,000 than for the same months lust year
and are unusually large for this season. Thus It
results that the excess of exports over imports
of merchandise for the month was $12,230,044,

The inerease 14 exports does not appeat to
have Yeen in the princtpal products, for the
vitlue of cotton exportesd was smaller by about
£1,500,000 than fu the same month last year, not-
withstanding the avernge export price was 7.8
cents per pound, against G conts last year—an
advance of 30 per cent. Nor was there galn in
breadstuffs, notwlthstanding  conslderable  In-
crease In the quantity of corn sent abroad, As
Is well known, the shipments of wheat and fQour
were small, amounting together to 7,000,004 hugh-
els, ngoinst 10,719,065 for the same months of
last year. It may be notieed that the decrease
In exports of wheat and tlour for the ten months
ending with April has been In bushels Just
25 per cent. In provisions and in petroleam
there was a slight Increase In value, but taking
the princlpal exports together a large decrease
appears. Untll the final statement of exports

and Imports for the month has been published,
only approximate estimates of the nature of
